5 3. A pharmaceutical composition for attenuating the effects of an opiate addiction, 
opiate dependence, opiate tolerance, opiate related abstinence syndrome, nicotine addiction 
and obesity comprising said compound of claim 1 in an amount sufficient to effect said 
attenuation, together with a pharmaceutical ly acceptable carrier. 

10 4. A method of treating an opiate addiction, opiate dependence, opiate tolerance, opiate 
related abstinence syndrome, nicotine addiction and obesity comprising administering to a 
mammal in need of such treatment an amount of said compound according to claim 1 
sufficient to effect said treatment. 

15 5. A method of treating an opiate dependence comprising administering to a mammal in 
need of such treatment an amount of said compound according to claim 1 sufficient to effect 
said treatment. 

6. A method of treating an opiate tolerance comprising administering to a mammal in 
20 need of such treatment an amount of said compound according to claim 1 sufficient to effect 

said treatment. 

7. A method of treating an opiate related abstinence syndrome comprising administering 
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to a mammal in need of such treatment an amount of said compound according to claim 1 
sufficient to effect said treatment. 
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
